Dudley :Robbins whom he married 
in Texas on Christmas Day. 


The courtship began while Mrs. 
Roberts was clerking in a Little 
Rock electrical appliance store. 


"He bought an electric iron from 
me and asked me to go to a show 
with him that night," she recalled. 
But she refused because of a 
baby sitting engagement. 
"He 
returned 
from 
time 
to 
time," she went on, "and we had 
dates every three or four weeks," 
Mrs. Roberts said 
Robbins 
al- 
ways was well dressed and well 
behaved. 
"He told me he was a widower, 
and he suggested that we get mar- 
ried just before Christmas." 
Mrs. Roberts recalled 
that he 


did not come for her in December, 
and she knew nothing about his 
courtship with the Texas woman.

A state po 
lice alarm was broadcast for two 
oUier trucks reported headed here 
fom the Seneca government war 
surplus depot at Romulus, N. Y., 
listed by authorities as the source 
of the 57 tons already taken here.

Flame, steam, or even an ex- 


tremely hot surface injures 
the 


skin and produces what we com- 
monly call a burn or a scald. The 
damage done depends upon 
Ihe 


surface involved, Ihe heal of the 
object causing the injury, and the 
length of time the skin was in con- 
tact with the course of heat. 


The depth of the injury to the 


skin and underlying tissues is the 
basis for the usual clasification of 
burns. In first-degree burns, there 
is merely some'reddening of 
the 


skin, similar to that of a mild sun- 
burn. Second-degree 
burns cause 


aclual blistering of Ihe skin. Third- 
degree burns involve not only Ihe 
skin itself, but also the tissues lying 
beneath it, which are killed ana 
charred. 


Minor burns —e x c e p I 
those 


caused by chemicals, X-rays, and 
unusual lypes of burning—can be 
treated by any one of several ex- 
cellent ointmenls. These ointments 
should not be used, however, if 
the burned surface extends over a 
wid9 area of the skin. 


For severe burns, including sec- 


ond- 
and third-degree burns, 
the 


advice of 
a physician should be 


sought as soon as possible. Until 
he comes, it is wise not to do too 
much. Loose clothing should be 
cut away from the burned area, 
but if any is sticking, it should be 
left where it is. 


Use no Cotton 
Large burned surfaces should not 


have grease, oils or ointments put 
on them. These are difficult to re- 
move, may produce pain, and often 
interfere with what the physician 
wishes to do later. Neither absor- 
bent cotton nor iodine should be ap- 
plied to the burn. Cotton will stick
